dates) ; 

(iii) must be a Graduate in Medicine and Surgery or 
possess an equivalent qualification recognised by 
the Medical Council of India; Candidates for 
category J" and category 1 1 posts must also possess 

Diploma in Public Health; 

(iv) .must .satisfy the . Commission .that his/her 
character and , antecedents- -are such as to make 
him/her suitable for appointment to the service. 


14. The decision of th e Commission on the question 
whether a candidate does or does not satisfy any of the 
requirements of rule 13 shall be final, 

15. Except in a case falling under clause (iii) of rule 18, 
Government may modify or waive any of the requirements 
of that rule when it is not practicable to obtain a suitable 
candidate who fulfils all the requirements of the said rule.

(2) The Central Government also may exercise the 
powers specified in sub-rule (1) and furtl may 
extend the temporary licence from time tTX time 
upto a total period not exceeding six months and 
amend, suspend or revoke any licence granted 
under tkiB Bub-rule and review any order made 
thereunder, for such reasons in any such case, as 
it shall think fit." 

(k) Rule 145 shall be omitted. 

(l) After rulo 117 the following shall be inserted, 
namely : — 

“147- A, Amendment of terms of licence. — (1) The 
Board, so far ab appears to it to bo necessary for^ 
securing the more effective development of air* 
transport or otherwise in the publio interest, may 
at any time amend the terms of a licence other 
than a licence granted under sub-rule (2) of 
rulo 145 after giving the holder a reasonable 
opportunity of representing his views. 

(2) The Board may, on the application of the holder 
of a licence other than a licence granted under 
sub-rule (2) of rule 145 made in the manner 
prescribed in rule 187, make such amendment in 
the licence as appears to the Board to be 
unobjectionable, ” 

(m) In rule 148 — -

(b) that the holder of the licence has failed to 
establish a safe, efficient and reliable servioe; or 

(o) that having regard to the financial resources of 
the holder of the licence or the losses incurred 
by him, he cannot be relied upon to continue 
the operation of the service in a safe, efficient? 
and reliable manner; or 

(d) that such substantial changes have taken place 
in regard to the matters specified in clauses (1) 
to (8) of rule 140 as to render it necessary or 
expedient in the public interest or in the 
interest of safety to suspend or revoke the 
licence; or 

(e) that the 1 Fence was obtained by fraud.” 

(ii) in sub-rule (2) for the word “thirty” the figures 
''IB” shall be substituted. 
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(n) In rule 150, in the proviso, after the words "is 
disposed of”, the following words shall be added, 
namely : — 

“or unless the Board has directed otherwise in the 
interest of public convenience.” 

(o) In rule 151, in the proviso, after the words “Pro- 
vided, ^however, that if the holder of a licence”, the 
following words shall be inserted, namely: — 

"other than a temporary oi^ a provisional licence.” 

(p) In rule 153, for the words “determined from time to 
time by the Board”, the following shall b 0 substituted, 
namely 

“agreed between the licence holder and the Director- 
General of Posts and Telegraphs and, in the event 
of disagreement between them, as may be deter- 
mined by the Board upon a reference made to it 
by either of them.”

Part I. — Activities in Bihar 

The Mica Mines Labour Welfare Fund Advisory Com- 
mittee for Bihar mot four times during tho year and con- 
sidered various matters connected with the welfare of mica 
miners in that Province. Progress made in respect of eaoh 
scheme is briefly indicated below: — 

l\iedicat relief . — An agreement was executed with tUe 
existing nospnni at ivouatma for tile leseivation oi ten 
beds tor the use ol mica miners on payment ot a, sum ot 
Jtb. 10,000 pci annum. Under tins arrangement, 1(>8 
patients were received in the hospital during the year. 
Dispensaries were opened at Dhab and Dhorakola m budd- 
ings obtained as a temporary measure. The dispensary 
ut Lilian was opened on ttie 2ist (Jo-toner load and the one 
at Dfiorukoia on the 24th December 1948. About 300 
patients were treated every month in the dispensary at 
Dhab and about 200 iu the dispensary at Dhorakola. a 
sum of about Bs. 40,000 has been included in the budget 
tor 1949-50 tor the running oi these two dispensaries Suit- 
able sites lor the construction ol permanent dispensaries 
were selected at Dhab, Dhrakola and Tisn. The ques- 
tion oi opening a dispensary at Ganpatbagi m the Gawau 
Zone was also under consideration for whicn an expenditure 
ot about Its. 9,000 is proposed to be sanctioned during 
1949-50. A site was selected at Karma lor setting up ( a 
Central Hospital, a Child Welfare clime and also the office 
buildings of the Fund and arrangements for acquisition of 
land, etc., were completed. A sum of Bs. 1,00,000 has 
been included in the budget for 1949-50 for acquiring the 
Jaud. Negotiatious wore made for the purchase of two 
mobile medical units for giving medical relief to the miners 
at their place of work. A sum of over Its, 25,000 has beeu 
sanctioned for the purchase of two vans for the purpose. 
A preliminary survey was conducted regarding Jhe introduc- 
tion of auti-malaria measures in the mica fields. 

Provision of Drinking water. — W T ith a view to augment- 
ing existing water supply, it was decided to sink four wells, 
one each at Dhorakola, Saplfi, Dabour and Khalaktambi. 
The cost was estimated to be about Bs. 48,000. Work was 
actually started at Dhorakola and Saphi. 

Provision stores , — For supplying consumer goods at com- 
paratively cheaper prices to mica miners at. their place ot 
work and thereby encouraging them to improve their 
standard of living, a mobile shop was introduced in the 
mica fields. The cost of the van was about Bs, 16,000 and 
the capital cost for purchase of consumer goods Bs. 25, (XX). 
The shop visited 221 mines and sold consumer goods such 
as aluminium and brass utensils, shirts, blankets, umbrel- 
las, torches, cells, etc., worth over E«. 9,000. Vegetable 

seeds were distributed free of oost among a large number 
of miners in order to encourage them to grow vegetables at 
their dwellings and to improve the nutritive value of their 
diet. 

Recreational facilities , — It was decided to run a mobile 
cinema in the mica fields and a van was purchased for the 
purpose at a cost of about Bs. 80,000. 

Bart II — Welfare Activities in Madras Provinob 

The Mica Mines Labour Welfare Fund Advisory Com- 
mittee for Madras met 31 times during the year and con- 
sidered various matters connected with the welfare .-f mioa 
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miners in that IToviuue. 1’vogLesB made in respect of each 
scheme is. indicated belusv. All the institutions mentioned 
below wdrfe being run oithor in rented buildings or in pre- 
mises placed at the disposal of the Fund by donors, iieo 
oi rent. The question of constructing Minds own build- 
ings was under consideration. 

Medical Relief , — Hospitals weie opened in January 1949 
at Syadapuram and Kalichcdn. The total expenditure 
during the year was over Us. 3,000. Expenditure during 
1949-50 is expected to be Jls. 24,000 non-iecurring and 
Rs. 19,000 recurring. About 120 patients per day attended 
the former and about 50 attended the latter. A dispensary 
was opened at Gudur where the average daily attendance 
of patients was about 150. Biovision has been made for 
a recurring expenditure of Its. 10,000 and a non-recurring 
expenditure cf Es. 11,000 during 1949-50 on account of this 
dispensary. In order that it ma\ be oi greater benefit to 
the mica" miners, it has been deeded to shitt the dispen- 
sary from Gudur to the actual mining areas. Three mater- 
nity centres were also stinted in Junuarv 1949 at Syada- 
puram, Utukur and Talupur. Tin expenditure incurred 
during the year was about Es 1,000. An expenditure oi 
about Es. 25,000 recurring and Rs. 13,000 non-recurring is 
expected to be incurred on these maternity centres during 
1949-50. About ten confinement cases were conducted m 
each centre every month. The children of mica miners 
were given free baths at the centres. The midwivcB ap- 
pointed by the Fund went round the mines and visited 
oxpectimt mothers every day. An ambulance van was 
placed in the mica fields for transporting victims of mine 
accidents to the hospitals. Quinine was distributed free to 
malarial patients in, the mining area. 

Provision of drinking water . — Three sites were selected 
for sinking wells and steps were taken to get the sites 
alienated. An expenditure oC Es. 15,000 has been pro- 
vided for in the budget for 1949-50 for the sinking of these 
wells, A scheme for augmenting the existing water 
Supplies at Gudur was also under consideration. 

Provision of stores.— A scheme for the opening of a. pro- 
vision store for the supply of foodgiains and other provisions 
to the mica miners at controlled prices was under considera- 
tion. A non-rbeurring expenditure of about Es. 5,000 and 
a recurring expenditure of about. Rs 1,000 has been pro- 
vided for this purpose in the budget for 1949-50. 

Recreation .— -Two radio sets were installed at Gudur and 
Talupur at a cost of Rs. 2,000 Three mote sets are pro- 


posed to be installed and a sum oi Es. 3,000 has been 
provided fo) the purpose in the budget for 1049-50. Regular 
games were organised and mulches in “Chedugudu” con- 
ducted at Talupur and lltulviir A sum of Es. 400 was 
spent during the year on games. A sum of Us. 1,500 is 
expected to bo spent duiing 1949-50. The ambulance van 
was fitted with microphone and gramophone equipments 
-and used for giving music lo the miners, when it was not 
used on ambulance work 

Educational facilities ,-*- Two elementary schools were 
started in January 1949 at Kaliehedu and Talupur. The 
average number of students on the rolls of these schools 
were 92 and 13,3 respectively. Expenditure on these schools 
during the year under report whs about Es. 2,000. Expendi- 
ture during 1949-50 is expected to be Es. 23,000 recurring 
and Es. 21,000 non-recurring. A night school for adults 
was opened in Gudur and (he number of students on the 
rolls there was 101,
